2 Response to Amendment filed on March 30, 2004 

3 The reply filed on March 30, 2004 is not fully responsive to the prior Office action 

4 because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): The Applicant's reply does not 

5 comply with 37 CFR 1 .1 1 1 (b) because the remarks do not address the rejection under 

6 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of claims 13-15 and 17-18 on pages 12-15 of the last Office action. 

7 The Applicant is also reminded that claims 34-38 are pending even though the claims 

8 are withdrawn from consideration. It might be appropriate to cancel these claims in the 

9 supplemental response addressing the prior art rejection. In preparing a response, the 

10 Applicant is reminded that what is cited as admitted prior art is found on page 3 lines 8- 

11 13 of the Applicant's specification and not in the cited references.

1 3 Conclusion
